In a letter to the Dispatch, N. J. Holmberg, Dairy and Food 
Commissioner of the state, calls attention to the necessity of m ar­ 
keting healthy birds only. He writes: 
“The sale of diseased poultry, whether dressed or undressed, 
is a gross violation of the law. 
Much poultry, diseased and ema­ 
ciated, annually reaches the channels of trade. 
The health auth­ 
orities in some of the eastern cities have taken steps to check this 
Illegal practice by requiring that all poultry killed for consump­ 
tion be inspected before being killed. A large per cent of the Min­ 
nesota poultry marketed goes east dressed and ready for retail 
sale. 
“ If we are to take steps to prevent the grave possibility of an 
embargo on poultry shipped from this state, great care should be 
exercised both at the farm and by the purchaser of farm produce 
to eliminate all diseased and emaciated birds. 
The farmers and 
produce dealers should closely cooperate in seeing to it that no 
diseased birds be offered for sale, whether alive or dressed. 
We 
hope to forestall the possibility of an embargo, which if once fixed, 
would be nothing short of a calamity to the poultry industry of 
the state.” 
It seems to resolve itself into a case of a few poultry people 
disregarding the law and getting the whole industry under a cloud. 
The hen is mighty in Minnesota and her eggs and brood should he 
protected.

In a letter to the Dispatch, N. J. Holmberg, Dairy and Food 
Commissioner of the state, calls attention to the necessity of m ar­ 
keting healthy birds only. He writes: 
“The sale of diseased poultry, whether dressed or undressed, 
is a gross violation of the law. 
Much poultry, diseased and ema­ 
ciated, annually reaches the channels of trade. 
The health auth­ 
orities in some of the eastern cities have taken steps to check this 
illegal practice by requiring that all poultry killed for consump­ 
tion be inspected before being killed. A large per cent of the Min­ 
nesota poultry marketed goes east dressed and ready for retail 
sale. 
“If we are to take steps to prevent the grave possibility of an 
embargo on poultry shipped from this state, great care should be 
exercised both at the farm and by the purchaser of farm produce 
to eliminate all diseased and emaciated birds. 
The farmers and 
produce dealers should closely cooperate in seeing to it that no 
diseased birds be offered for sale, whether alive or dressed. 
We 
hope to forestall the possibility of an embargo, which if once fixed, 
would be nothing short of a calamity to the poultry industry of 
the state.”

It is use, not ownership 
that counts. 
The bare statem ent of what this 
country must do for it-, own well- 


being also 
describes the bifid of 
President it needs. It is not that the 
President Is the director general of 
the nation or any other kind of abso* 
lute ruler. 
But someone has to be 
spokesman of the progressive need of 
the country. 


Hoover Know* Language of Progress 


Hoover knows the language of mod­ 
ern progress better than any man. 
As an engineer, he has already plan­ 
ned the w ater arid hydroelectric de­ 
velopment of the country; and as a 
public officer with a knowledge of 
cause and effect, he knows the great 
present and future influence of these 
devtdopments. 
From time to time foreign nations 
have been foolish enough to imagine 
that by some system of control they 
could raise the prices to us of raw 
materials that we had to have. 
Some 
of 
the 
controls 
were 
official 
and 
others were semi-official. The British 
conirol 
of 
rubber 
was 
undertaken 
from the best of motives, but the 
temptation to boost the price was too 
strong and so rubber went above a 
dollar a pound. 
Hoover did not ask for legislation 
or make any protest—any foreign na­ 
tion has the right to charge jib what 
it pleases. 
It is up to us to defend 
ourselves. 
He called a meeting of 
the rubber men. 
They learned just 
how much rubber was already In the 
country and what could be done to­ 
ward reclaiming rubber. 
That broke 
the artificial 
price 
and 
saved 
the 
users of automobiles at least half a 
billion dollars. 
Incidentally, it caused 
some of us to make a start toward 
gelling our own sources of rubber. 
A man less versed in the ways of the 
world and of business would have 
made a great 
many speeches and 
probably had the country talking war 
—arid accomplished nothing but the 
generation of a great deal of hard 
feeling.

New York. Sept. 5. 
A ruling 
which may revolutionise the boxing 
industry, and which is certain to oc­ 
casion serious concern among many 
young men now engaged in the pro­ 
fession of fisticuffs, has been adopted 
by the New York State Athletic com­ 
mission. 
Heretofore, it has been a practice 
among promoters to pay preliminary
